Two*thirdi of Lard pan>i*t of oil of fine 
quality, which for a great variety uf pur- 
pose* ia used at a aubalituie for olive atld 
almond oils, and ia superior to sperm oil. 
It is extracted by aimplc pressure from 
the unrendered fat.

Captain Hunt, who, for (he but thirty 
years has occupied a atatinn in connection 
with the belling truild of a nature so 
totally different; yet the gallant gentle- 
man, when asked, " Would yuu draw a 
distinction betw r een a common gaming 
house and such aa it is supposed Crock- 
ford's waa ?" replied. " I would draw ihe 
greatest distinction possible." on the prin- 
ciple that if a eery rtcA man tusea his 
money, the country is all "the better for 
it." 

Tbe commercial value of this opinion is 
about aa great aa its moral weight, Thr 
latter is perfect. Gentlemen or £IOi),tlOri 
-year have, 'or the most part, none who 
depend upon them — wires, children, 
friends, domestics, poor relations. Their 
connection with society is so slight thru 
their ruin it a matter of no consequence 
to Chute who turround (hem. There can he 
no care or anxiety in the boeom of lhat wife 
who knows that her husband devotes the 
live -long night to gambling at Crock ford's 
—because he it able to afford it . no appre* 
henaion of thr future can tint the mind 
of the sons and daughters of the wealthy 
rati, because he is a fitter mark for ruiii. 
He may lose bis all, vast as it the extent 
of hit wealth, and hit family and depend- 
ents may lose every thing in bun, yet, 
because he it rich, the law against naming

be victoua himaeJf, and Ihe cattle of misery 
to others, but, as Captain Rous aaya, he 
can afford it, and, therefore, let him dn all 
tbe evil in hit power.

DKSCENT OF THE OHIO AND 
MISKISSIPPL 

SV S> SHEK1CSM. 

From lie Ctiimiai Mm/urine fir October. 

New Orleans, February, 16 14. 
To be deeply impressed with the vast ex- 
tent of the wuild s surface, and the great 
diversity of climate which the bounds of 
our empire laud embrace, you should it) 
January, when the reign of winter is 
fully established in our northern regions, 
when deep anows have filled the mountain 
forests, and the vestment of winter covers 
the plaint, and the smaller streams are 
fast bound in the fetters of frost, and the 
mighty tributaries to ocean are gathering 
their floating fields of ice,— when cheer- 
leaa desolation coven the whole face of 
nature, and the earth seems- a desolate 
abode, take your departure from Pittsburg, 
in one of out fast steamers, on Ihe swift- 
rolling flood of the majeatic Ohio, now at 
its full, and rendered, by contrast with 
itt snowy banks, black as the stream of 
Lelhe Afewdsyawill bring you upon 
the broad bosom and the impetuout tur- 
bulent current of the Mississippi, and a 
voyage of a week transport you to the 
balmy, genial gales of the Gulf of 
Mexico— to the verdant fields, the orange. - 
groves, Ihe blooming gardens, and Ihe 
smiling landaca|ies of Louisiana. How 
magical the transition — how impreatirc 
the contrast . it teemt likr a transition 
from Erebus to Elysium. Burne along 
the rapid current with the speed of the 
wind in a floating palace, surrounded by 
all the comforts and enjoyments of a 
tuxuiious home, the days are beguiled by 
the last new publication, or by agreeable 
companions— the evenings drpfived of 
their tedious hours by the fascinations of 
music, the gay dance, and the presence of 
beauty, grace, and youih . we make the 
trip almost unconscious of the passage of 
time, or the distance we traverse. Each 
morning we wake up iu a new latitude, 
in an amrliurated climate, and amid more 
cheerful arenery, Our capacious boat haa 
successively received her cargo by con- 
tributions from the iron-foundries uf Ihe 
Alleghaniet, and Ihe fas^oriea of Piria- 
burg ; from Ibe pork and fluur -markets 
of Ohio ; the tobacco, hemp, and bagging 
depdte of Kentucky , the cotton plan- 
tations of Tea neater and Mississippi, and 
from the sugar estates of Louisiana ; and 
at but freighted. Iter guards sunk iuto the 
water, externally lookiug hetwlf like a 
pile of dueling cotton, the lauds us in the 
gay and crowded streets of the metropolis 
of the south-west, and addt her cargo aa 
a mile to the conn tie at mast of products 
that centre in this great commercial depdi 
from every point in this wide inter- 
montane valley. 

Ten days ago I was wading the deep 
anows of ibe Alleghaniea, and buffeting tbe 
piercing north-wester, which waa arresting 
life and motion, and laying all nature in 
the torpor of death, and spreading over 
tbe '-■"'"[" a winding-sheet oi mow, 
and wrapping it in gksttm and desolation. 
To-day, scarcely conscious of having 
made any effort to effect the change. I am 
breathing ibe soft and balmy breeset of 
the tropica, and strolling through gardens 
filled with green luxuriant vegetation, 
and decked with the ruse, the tulip, and 
their utter tribes of beauty and grace, in 
full blossom. It was but yesterday I left 



turn teemed relenting of the bounties and 
blessings the had bestowed upon the earth, 
in her generous, yielding moods, and was 
bent on the destruction of all that waa 
animated, pleasant, and cheerful iu her 
dominions, making man fearfully sensible 
of lb* debt he uwet to her bounty. To- 
day 1 wander in a favoured realm, 
where her children enjoy one rooti- 
nued holiday of am ilea and favours. 
We left a desolate waste of anow-ciad 
fielda and meadows — of leafless groves 
and forests, where all nature had fallen 
Into the cold and rigid sleep of draiti, 
from which it seemed she would never 
awaken ; — we have come to regions where 
he nli are roaming over verdant pas- 
tures, and the rich lutingr of spring has 
given its hues to the forests— where the 
rose censes not to bloutn, and the orange 
grove, with its deep verdure and golden 
fruit, decks the pasture through the year— 
where the plough is already in busy ope- 
ration, and the planter is depositing in the 
earth thr cane from which his next crop is 
to spring, and where the vegetahlra uf 
j ii miner fill the markets. 

The last resource uf indolent poverty we 
left liehind, while shivering and pinched 
in the wintry blast, he wan delving in 
limps of ashei tntl refuse, tu gather a few 
cinders and broken coals, to maintain tbe 
Unequal contest with the irjenornble 
climate. Here, the same rlati.at the tame 
season, were sporting arid idling away 
sunny days, in gathering the richest 
bouquets and garlands iugardentand fields, 
Slid offering them in luxuriant abundance 
at the corners or thr streets, to tempt each 
jiasaer-hy of hia dimes und bits ; and to a 
man just from the tnow-cbid regions of the 
upper country, the sight and perfume of a 
rich bouquet, arranged with all lire art of 
incite, in mid-w inter, is a Irmptatiott 
which |imves irresistible. 

And among other changes, loo, we rind 
we havr exchanged the thrill whistle and 
sting nT the mountain blasts for the more 
annoying buzr rmd -diurp-r sting of thc 
musquitn. 

The contrast in the climate ia perhaps 
more striking this winter than usual , 
for while you itt the north have been 
called iipun to endure and buifel thr se- 
verest rigours of old Winter's front, we 
bare .scarcely had timet uf his footsteps 
here; there has ntit been frost enough to 
nip thr teuderest flower in the garden, 
nor ten days tllia seiiaun in which a fire 
was required in the sitting-room, Thrie 
it a feeling of complacent comfort which 
steals over a man, sitting at his open win- 
dow in January, enjoying the fresh, 
grateful brer**, aa it Tana and eooli hit 
templea, and reading the lung accounta of 
your rrriliargordJ ports, anon -obstructed 
roads, and the Icelandic tempcratutr of 
your weather. But this complacency is, 
1 confess, often disturbed by the sharp 
it ing of musquitoea which ore burning in 
clouds about uur ears. 

We read descriptions of the gigantic 
arteries which walei and drain this 
immense valley, and we measure their 
length tn miles; but it is not till we 
hare navigated their whole length, in 
voyage! of time and diatance equivalent 
almost to the pasaage of ihe Atlantic, that 
we become fully impressed with an idea 
of the vast extent and magnitude ol the 
empire to which they are the great 
thoroughfares of its inland commerce, 
collecting, and bearing upon their bosoms 
to the ocean, the tributes of trade and 
industry from the remotest village and 
valley, as they receive and convey tu the 
set the tribute of every spring that poura 
forth its waters in the deep recesses of the 
mountain cavern and of the forest shade, 
and sends them forth to feed the dancing 
rivulets and majrttic streams lhat fluw 
between the summits of the Alleghaniet 
and the Bocky Mountains. 

And if a passage down these great 
mere, from their sources tu the sea, ■erre* 
to give ui an adequate conception or the 
extent and varied resources or our coun- 
try, the mighty advances which have 
been made in the valley through which 
Ihey run, since they were first navigated 
by steam thirty -three yeart ago, and 
which we now see daily changing tha 
aspect of their shores, reveal tu us the 
grandeur and magnificence or its future 
destiny. There are men it) vigorous life, 
and still in the active pursuits of com- 
merce, who began their trade in Cin- 
cinnati and Louitville, when those 
wealthy and populuus cities were villages 
of a doien scattered dwellings — who, for 
tnaay years, received their supplies of 
i mere hand in from Hew Orleans by keel 
■ boats, propelled by the flow, laborious, 
and painful process uf bushwacking, cor- 
delling, and pushing hci ahead with 
setting poles against the ttioiig currant 
uf the rivert, ihe whole distance from 
New Orleans to Pittsburg— making not 
mure than ten or fifteen milet' progress 
per day, and requiring four and six 
months to perform the passage to Luuia- 
ville, They exhibit now their books, by 
which it appeara they paid ten, fifteen, 
twenty, and even thirty centa fxrr twumf 
for the freight which it nuw brought to 
them in tix days, for twenty centt per 
cwl. These books show, tou, tiial the 
poor fanners, the pioneen who have 
opened thit fair inheritance to our coun- 
trymen, and I may aay, lu the people of 
the world— of thit generation— paid, for 
the good thus laboriously obtained, SO 
and 00 Centa per lb. for coffee— 10 and 
30 cents the lb. for sugar — I dol. £3 
cents for a gallon of molasses — mid 
b dol. per bushel fut salt — and 7 5 cents 
and I do], per yard fur calicos and shirt- 
ings, which I hey bow gel for a dime or a 
bit. These pioneers in western commerce 
tell us of a day when a large concourse 
of people assembled in Louisville, from 
the adyacenl country, to celebrate and wel- 
come the safe arrival of a keel boat with 
a kiug-hsokcd-ror cargoof groceries, which, 
manned and propelled by forty men, had 
made the passage from New Orleans in 
the unprecedented short period of fittr 
months. Now, a steamer that runt the 
distance in fire rJayt, scarcely teceives the 
compliment of a newspaper paragraph. 
How deep a debt of gratitude do we owe 
taf tbe genius of Pulton ! 

The ubl boatmen, loo, who still guide 
the steamers and flat boeli over tbe sand- 
ban and through the tuagt and sawyers 
| which obstruct the rivert, are rull of their 
| tales and nminiscences. At bume by 
: i heir firesides, or no Ihe river in tfaeii 
' solitary watches, of a calm and lovely 
night, while their boat floats lastly and 



a low- water stage, or glides swiftly and 

noiaeleialy by upon ihe rapid and sweep- 
ing stream, when Ihe river it at full bank', 
they will, seated upon the roof or deck, 
recount to you tbe adventures and toils of 
by-gone days; and like old warrion, in 
fancy, liie over again the peri It and hard- 
ships of the golden periods of their lives. 
They tell ns that in their early voyages 
from Pittsburg lo the Palls, a distance of 
six hundred miles, there were but four 
small nettle menu ; and from the Falls to 
New Orleans, the bankt were an unbroken 
wilderness , and lhat the solitude of these 
noble rivers, now enlivened and cheered 
hv all the movements or busy life, was 
tlien derprr and moie awful than thr 
liuieliitets and wast* of tbe ocean. 
Tliey cautiously moored their boats 
under the lee of an Island, ur anchored 
them in the middle of the stream, (o avoid 
tiie attack of the dread Indian foe, who 
often, in times of hostilities, cut off the 
early iiavignturs upon thr rivers. In biter 
times, when the red-man foe had Red or 
been inlidued, and civiliraliun began to 
make its feeble advances into these teem- 
ing regions — designed by 11 ml as the but 
and richest display of his material gifts to 
civilifrd man — the theatre whereon human 
energies, stimulated by the spirit of free- 
dom, should erect their most glorious 
achievements, gangs of pirates, outlaws, 
and desperadoes, driven from widely, took 
riosrtrtsiuu of many of the islands and 
landing points on the Lower Ohio and 
Missittippi, where Ihey maintained small 
commonwealth* of freebooter*. Issuing 
from these wild haunts, they assailed 
and look the tone, defence leu Hat 
boat or keel, and, to natrilher all 
evidence and prevent afler inquiry, 
thev usually murdered every being 
on hoard ; then assuming the characters of 
farmers and liottmen, navigated the boat 
Lo New Orleans, w here they usually had 
accomplices, and, unsuspected, disposed 
of ii u the rightful owners. As we glide 
by these points nuw, will the old boatmen 
puint nut the scene nf many a desperate 
struggle and bloody tragedy. In those 
days often did a rich-laden craft Leave the 
upper rivers, from which mi returns came 
back ; and many a full-freighted barge 
left New Orleans, which never reached its 
deatination, whose commander, lb his tiat 
falsi contest for hit property and life, 
found, perhapt the chief portion of his 
crew to lie accomplices of his astailauls. 
And how long and anxiously was the re- 
turn of those looked fur, who were sleep- 
ing in the cold embrace of death in the 
deep bosom of the Miasisiippt ' Hope lin- 
gered with the amit-ted mother and tor- 
rowing wife for months and almost for 
years They knew that the pout boat- 
man, after encountering the perils and 
liardahipi of his downward trip, was 
obliged to find his way back to hit 
distant home on foot, through a trackless 
wilderness of fifteen hundred mites; 
through fwatups alravst impenetrable, 
over mountains, and across swollen and 
impetuout riven. In these lung and 
{iniiiful juurne)s, many a warm heart, 
stimulated by the love of home and all 
thai awaited him ihere, had struggled on, 
in spite of sickness and fatigue, till he 
tank exhausted and helpless upon a most 
bmk, his last resting-place, and alone in 
the wilderness gave up hit spirit to hit 
Maker, and his body became a prey to the 
wolves. 

Others, more fortunate, found a dying- 
place on Ihe grateful buffalo robe, undrr 
friendly roof uf Ihe Indian, and had a 
1, though dark and rough, hand to 
the last struggle and agony iu tht 
rupture of the lies of the body and spirit, 
and lu lay hit remains at last in a peac-fu I 
gnve. But these mourners recalled to 
mind that many had in prertout years been 
detained hy vexatious delays and em 
barrasamcnts, and by etcknrts in the lower 
country, and after long absences had re- 
turned— uf others falling sick on (he jour- 
ney back, who had fuund a home and a 
mother's care and nursing in tbe wigwam 
uf thr hotjiitable Choctaw or Chickasaw, 
and after Lingering fut months, and sume- 
ttmet fur yean, from the painful and de- 
bilitating effects uf bilious fevers, and their 
tequenis, fever and agurt, they finally re- 
covered, and from affection and {• latitude, 
or dread of the long youmey before them, 
ihey still remained with Indiana, and cams 
not back lo their friends till after many 
years. Thus did each desolate mother and 
wife of the murdered crew beguile her 
heart with the belief thai aume friendly 
wigwam yet sheltered the lost one, and I hat 
some kind hand was ministeringtu his paint 
and sorrows, and that he would ere long be 
restored to her. 

The Mississippi is known by tuch very 
crude and indefinite names at the West, 
the Western Country, the Lake Country, 
the SvuLh-weal, the Fax-west | by some it 
is called the land of pigt, and since tbe 
elections of 1 1* ill it is sometimes called the 
coonskin regions. Its boundaries on the 
west are the Rocky Mountains, Mexico, 
and Texas; ut the south the Gulf of Mex- 
ico ; on theeael the Alleghany Mountains; 
and iiq tht iiurth the lakes and Britith 
poateaiioni. It contains nearly as many 
square miles as continental Europe, and if 
populated at densely aa Kngland would 
sustain a population of 3U0,O00,Ottu of 
human beings — more than half of the pre- 
sent population of the earth. Stretching 
from the 2Uth to the 4 ill h degree of latitude, 
it poitrsies greal variety of climate. In 
richness of soil aad extent of tillage land 
il is Dot surpassed by any country of the 
same extent. Its surface it almost un- 
broken by a mountain or hill of sufficient 
site loimpedt cultivation. Geographically 
viewed, it ia a commercial country, and it 
it particularly eligible for foreign com- 
merce. Tu tee, reader, far yourself 
what the Mississippi vslley is, tnp- 
poae you go on board one or tbo&e 
iteim- boats lying at the wharf in New 
Orleans, and about to start for the upper 
Mississippi River. Leaving the orange- 
groves and sugar- plantationa of the south, 
in abuut ten days (be boat will band at the 
Falls of St. Anthony, twenty. five hundred 
utiles up the Mississippi river; if you 
think yuu are not Tar enough north, yuu 
can walk round the Pa lit, and lake 
another buat, and ascend eighl hundred 
or a thousand miles farther. On your 
way up, you will hate to pan through 
many climates, and at* the productions of 
each under cultivation, and over a vast 
in in ing region, abounding in coal, lead, 
iron, and copper ore, all found in veint of 
wonderful richness. Aa you return, 
should you like to take a peep at tha 



west, you will take a boat at St. Louis 
bound up ihe Missouri rirer. Alter a 
couple of weeks, or to, of good hard run- 
ning the will land you at the Great Falls,

about tbiity-niue hundred miles abo.. 
St. Luttit, and five thousand from New 
Orleans. 

Returning, you would of course with 
lo see some of ihe tribularifi of tbe Mis- 
suuri : for this purpose you would make a 
little excursion of eleven hundred aritjg 
up the Yellow Stone, or sixteen hundred 
up the Platte, and of twelve hundred up 
the Kontaa, and ad back to St. Limit on 
tin' Mississippi llivi-r, twelve hundred 
miles from New Orleans. There yuu 
take a b»st fur Ihe lieantiful Ohio, 
and run up that stream to Pitts- 
burg . uiip thousand milet from the mouth 
uf Ihe Ohio, and two thousand from New 
Orleans. Yuu would see the flourishing 
towns uf Louisville, Cincinnati, and Pitts- 
burg; the moil luxuriant crops of all the 
grains and grasses ; fine and numerous 
Socks and herds of every kind i you 
would smile to seethe primitive contri 
niices wafted on (he bosom of the Oliio, 
bearing the products nf the Ohio valley lu 
its dittant market in New Orleans ; and 
more than all, you would rejoice to tee 
the healthy, happy, smiling faces of th 
people. Before yon again rmharked on 
the Mississippi, you would no doubt run 
three or four hundred ntilet up the Cum- 
berland, and six or seven hundred up the 
Tennessee river, to tee what were Ihe first 
cotton regions of the valley, end how 
highly cultivated and improved, 

Once more on the Mississippi, on your 
way downward, yuu would be prompted 
to ihuol fifteen hundred or two thousand 
milts up the Arkansas Ruer, just to see 

here all the hides and furs come from. 
You w-ould no doubt run two or three 
hundred milri up thr Yazoo, ant) two 
hundred or so up the Big Black, both in 
(he Stale of Mississippi, to see the countries 
lhat tend out those stupendous strain-boat 
loads uf cotion that you met tin your 
way up ; and just before you reached New 
Orleans, you would he sorely templed to 
|>op a thousand or fifteen hundred milet 
up Red River, and see the splendid cot- 
ton plantations of l^ittisiatia, and give 
a tiuish to yuur excursion. 

When you got back to New Orleans, 
you would have a tolerably accurate idea 
of what the Mississippi valley is ; and by 
pulling the distances together, you will 
find that you have travelled vety comfort- 
ably by steamboat sixteen thousand miles, 
and in going and reluming, double 
that distance. Should curiosity lead you 
to investigate, you will tiud that the Mis- 
sissippi river and itt trihutariet nf the 
Mistissippi valley possess a steam -boat 
navigation of from (weuly-five to thirty 
thuutand miles. 

Such is a brief but geographical glance 
of the valley. To the mind of an Atlantic 
or Kuropean reader il may apjienr more of 
a " fancy tketrh" than a true detcriptiun. 
Lei them not suppose the truth violated 
because uur rivers are large ; we did nut 
make (hem, and are not responsible for 
that. We have, however, plenty of such 
little streams as the Hudson, the Delaware, 
the Potomac, thr rjautee, the Thames, 
the Severn, the Mersey, (he llurnber; but 
we du not dignify them with the name of 
riven , we call them cretkt or bayuns, 
With us it Hikes a river lo make a river.
